Across the field with 
the shell holes so thick that one could — 
step from one to another, I reached 
the rocky édge of the woods. Here, 
in machine gun positions, were decay- 
ing bodies of twenty Germans which 
had been there for weeks. Here and 
there was stuck up a rifle and locked 
bayonet, making a cross marking the 
grave oMsome marine. 

It was uncanny to go through those 
woods, which now have a place in 
American history. Every other tree 
was cut off by shell fire. Not a square 
foot of ground but bore marks of fight- 
ing.
